As we 
near the end of our second century of 
service to a growing membership and 
public, the Museum is engaged in the single 
most important expansion and development 
effort in its long and distinguished history. 
The merger with the China Trade Museum 
represented a dramatic expansion of an 
already impressive collection and combined 
in one institution the most important collec- 
tion in the world of Asian export material for 
the western market. The well-established 
and internationally recognized maritime, 
ethnological and natural history collections 
of the Peabody Museum create for the new 
collection a sense of historical context 
unmatched anywhere else. 

But other museums have similar collec- 
tions, you say. Yes, they do. But none was 
founded by a marine society, composed not 
of scholars but of tough, resourceful ship- 
masters who had experienced for them- 
selves the wonders of Asia and the Pacific. 
Few, if any, can so vividly trace the history of 
this nation’s development and the enrich- 
ment of our society through international 
trade and the understanding it fostered. 

It is an impressive story, but take 
another moment to consider the enormous 
task of weaving all these entities together:

singular nautical achievements. Last sum- 
mer, as skipper of the 60-foot motor sailer 
Belvedere, Dr. Bockstoce journeyed from _ 
the Northwest Territories to the James Ross — 
Strait and back, a voyage of 3,300 nautical 
miles and the farthest north attained by a — 
non-icebreaker in the western Arctic in this 
century. Since 1983 he has logged almost 
14,000 nautical miles aboard Belvedere in 
Arctic waters, surveying for wrecks of 








whaling activity. In 1978-80 he made the first 


open-boat transit of the Northwest Passage 
in a 32-foot Eskimo umiak, or skin boat, a 
voyage of 3,000 nautical miles. 

Such passages are incidental to Dr. 
Bockstoce’s archaeological and ethnological 
studies in the Arctic. He has been associated 
with eleven archaeological excavations 
during the last 20 years, and was director of 
the Old Dartmouth Historical Society : 
investigations into the industrial archaeol- 
ogy of Herschel Island, Yukon Territory and 
the coast of the Beaufort Sea.

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Dear Dr. Johnston: 

As part of our interpretation of the 
activities of the British Army in early 19th 
century Upper Canada at Historic Fort York, 
we produce (and eat) a large quantity of 
ship’s biscuits or hard tack. | have done my 
research for this mainly in the National 
Archives of Canada. However, there are 
many things which cannot be understood 
from this written material, such as the 
colour of the biscuit (which gives a clue as to 
the quality of the flour used), its exact size, 
texture, and the method of production. 

Imagine my surprise when | noticed, in 
your 1982 catalogue Dogwatch and Liberty 
Days: Seafaring Life in the Nineteenth 
Century that you have in your collection a 
piece of early nineteenth century ship’s 
biscuit. 

Would it be possible to obtain colour 
photographs of this artifact (top, side and 
bottom views) as well as measurements and 
any other information you might have 
pertaining to it? 

| enclose some samples of the ship’s 
biscuit we make here at the fort. This is sold 
in the canteen as a souvenir and eaten (by 
adults and children) in the course of our 
living history programming.

THE CURATORS’ FILES 


he Maritime History Department recently received a request 
= for information from Historic Fort York, Toronto, Canada, 
concerning one of the most unusual objects in its collection: 


There is a tragic story connected with 
our biscuit, as relayed to the museum in 
1929 in the original letter of donation. 
Around the turn of the last century, a young 
man signed onto a ship’s crew as super- 
cargo, to earn enough money to marry his 
sweetheart and build a house. As the vessel 
was departing Salem, the youth threw his 
hard tack to his fiance, promising her that it 
would be their wedding breakfast in their 
new home. The ship was never seen or 
heard from again. 

As a result, the biscuit was never eaten 
and eventually found its way into our 
collections. The date of this story and its 
veracity are uncertain; aside from the 
donor's letter, which dates it to 1800/01, it is 
otherwise unknown. 

The maximum and minimum diameters 
are 44% and 3% inches respectively; the 
thickness averages around 1/4 inches. 

A final word of thanks for sending along 
two samples of the ship’s biscuits you offer 
to your visitors at Fork York. Should your 
research uncover any further crumbs of 
information, please keep us posted.

Broadhead have recently donated an 
Anglo-Indian silver service presented to 
their great-grandfather Captain Benjamin 
Balch in 1836 for his assistance at sea to the 
passengers and crew of the English ship 
Heroine. Each piece of the service (which 
includes a coffee pot, teapot, sugar bowl, 
creamer and two open bowls) is engraved 
with a testimony of thanks: 


to Captn. Balch, for the Character and 
Kindness of heart shewn by him in so 
readily assisting their wants when in 


distress, after the Hurricane of the 29th 
Oct. 1836. 


The service was made by Hamilton & 
Co., of Calcutta. The marks include an 
elephant, maker’s mark H&Co., a Roman A 
and an urn. The urn mark is infrequently 
found and appears usually on the more 
important of the company’s pieces pro- 
duced between 1815 and 1850.
